_WOMEN BARRISTERS" 
“COSTUME, 


No Theatrical Effects. 

The Committee of mere men 
appointed to determine tha style 
of dress to be worn by women 
barristers in Court bave compiat- 
ed their delicate task. Despite 
their commanding position as 
Jadges and Benchers cf the Inns 
of Court, they have merely " ex- 
pressed a wish “that their reg- 
ulations may be complied with, 
without stating the dire pains 
and penalties which might follow 
if they were not. Of that, how- 
ever, theré could in any case be 
no question, even if the decisions 
of the Committee were not as 
eminently sensible es they are. 
As it is they will be accepted 
without demur. states the Times. 
They wilt preserve the dignity of 
the Courts, and at the sama time 
provide against any chance of 
women barristers exercising un- 
due influence on impressionable 
juries by virtue of the attributes 
of their sex. Their gowns, bands. 
and wigs (which must entirely 
cover and colceal the hair) are 
to be those of ordinary barristers. 
But there Bre: “to be no short 
skirts or s'eeves and no open 
collars, and no colour is to be 
seen but black or the “ euabfuse™ 
hue prescribed on occasions of 
academic ceremony for the Ox- 
ford and Cambridge undergradu- 
ate in statu pupillari. Unlikethe 
helf-hearted camouflage of the 
Portias and Neriseas of the stage, 
the costume of women barristers 
will bo such as to make them 
Jook like barristers without ceas- 
ing to be dressed like women. On 
the analogy of the various 
uniforms “devised for women 
during the war (also by men de- 
signers), that isa wise and practi- 
cal compromise.

HONGKONG HARBOUR. 


Past, Present and Future. 

[By Captain Basil Taylour, 
R.N., formerly Harbéur Sfaster 
at Hongkong, in Phe Syren and 
Shipping.”} 

After referring to the limited | 
number of piers, due to the 
difficulty of obtaining praper 
foundations, the author proceeds: 

The-curious thing is that at 
none of the piers or wharves 
are there any cranes or other 
conveniences for working cargo. 
To remedy this state of affsirs 
there are at present at least two 
propositions suggested for the 
improvement and expansion of 
the port. Of these, one, formulat- 
ed by a landsman, contemplates 
the reclamation of the wester.. 
portion of Hunghor Bas, in the 
vicinity of the goods yard of the 
CantotKowloon Railway, and 
the erection shereon of extensive 
godowns, with broad gauge rail- 
way lines connecting with that 
yard, and a limited number of 
projecting piers, determined br 
the space available, at which 
eight more ships could lie. ‘In 
the plan as drafted, these piers 
are brought so far-ta the suuth- 
ward that ships going alongside, 
or leaving them, would have to 
get right across and block the 
fairway, aod as there is & strong 
cToss tide at this spot the opera- 
tion of berthing would of en take 
a considerabie time. The piers 
would be fally exposed to the 
frequent easterly and south. 
easterly gales, and m0 protection 
is possible except by building s 
long breakwater in deep water 
of 10 to 12 fathoms. which would 
have the additional effect .of 
blocking the deep water fairway 
permanently. ‘It seems'a pity to 
commence a project which has 
as one of its aims the provision 
of increased depth of water, by 
doing away witb the only deep 
waterweheve. Thenthe scheme 
is defective in leaving the Rumsey 
Rockandthefonlgroundsurround- 
ing it outside the reclamation 
area, thus rendering the eastern 
82a wall useless for borthing pur- 
poses, besides accentuating the 
canger of these obstructions by 
restricting the area of the bay, in 
which there is considerable traffic. 
Above all, ance the original 
scheme is carried out, there is no 
room for ‘expansion. The cost 
would be enormous, and thera 
would be very little to. show for 
it. The other ruggestion is of a 
more ambitious and far reaching 
nature, but has the merit of pro- 
viding what is required, viz., par- 
ectly sheltered berths for all ships 
ever likely to use the, port, at 
properly equipped. wharves with 
deep water alongside and leading 
up to them, power of almost in- 
definite expansion as it becomes 
necessary; and provision fordr;- 
docking and repair facilities on 
the spot, railway connections, and 
supplies of allsorts. The’snly 
drawback, if it ige drawback, js 
that tha site ia notio the existing 
harbour, thougi e short extension 
of the railway, provided for in the 
scheme, would enable Kowloon t» 
be reached in under half an hour. 
The new port could be enteret at 
any time of the day or night and 
at any state of the tide. The ex- 
treme tidal range is 10}4-f. 


This scheme was drafted by me 
in 1920, after over 20 years’ ex- 
perience of waters of rfongkong 
and submitted to the Hongkong 
government on my leaving th. 
Colony for good, asx part ofa com- 
prehensive list of recommenda- 
‘ tions for improvements in the 
; waters of the Colons. Alshougt 
‘y nave been refused permission to 
publish the scheme [think there 
can b3 no valid objection to ms 
giving the following indications of 
what I have suggested :—- 


The ides is to utilize the land- 
locked waters of Tolo Harbour, 
at the back of the Rowloon Hills. 
and. more particularly of Plover 
Cove, an off-shootof ToloChannel. 
where the shores are steep and 
there are depths of not less thar 
5 fathoms, ranging up to 15 


‘fathoms, ata few yards from the 


beach. Qn the north side of the 
neck of land, ending in Harhoor 
Island and forming the C8ve, 
there are 18,000-ft. of such beach 
backed by tow hills, notexceeding 
300-ft. in height, which are asking 
to be tumbled down to form 
reclarnations which will be faced 
with the granite of which those 
billsareformed. Qn these reclama- 
tions, which oeed in but few ‘spots 
to exceed 50 yards in width, it is 
proposed to build godowns adjoin- 
ing each berth: toerect travelling 
electric cargo cranes onthe wharf 
edge and havea roadway and a 
double line of rails running from 
wharf to wharf, and along each 
wharf, and continued to meet the 
public main road and the Canton- 
Kowloon Railway at Tai Po. A 
large goods yard can be made at 
& most convenient spot on the 
way, There are two alternative 
ready-made sites for dry docks, 
with ample level ground adjoining 
suitable for the erection of the 
necessary machina shops. Pro 
vision is also made for coaling 
and faelliog wharves, water 
supply, lighting of the works and 
approaches, etc.; and, finally, the’ 
docks would be capable of exten- 
sion, when required, to the south 
side of the peninsuls, where, if 
not so well protected as on the 
oorth side, the berths would be 
considerably safer to lie at in bad 
weather than any spot in Hong- 
kong Harbour. 


I do not claim that this scheme 
of mine is the only possible 
one, or that it is not capable 
of improvement, but that it is 
ons to which I have been fed 
after much consideration and the 
benefit of over twenty years’ 
intimate experience of the waters. 
of the Colony, and in responsible 
charga of those waters. There 
can be no doubt that some such 
scheme as that -I have here 
sketched is ‘necessary if Hong- 
koog isto retain her position as 
premier shipping port in the Far 
East. 

Bat, after all, though it is a 
fact which is generally igaored. 
it is the seamen who use the port 
who'are dot only the most con- 
cerned in, but are the bast judges 
of, its efficiency, and I consider 
that bafore any such lsrge pro- 
position is uodertaken it ig essen- 
tial that the shipmasters who will 
have to use-the port should bavée 
a chance of expressin7 their opin- 
jon dpon it, and it is for that 
reason that I have enlarged apon 
the matter. - Loy

Chins’s Great Chance. 


Dr. Wellington Koo‘ was the 
guest of the Rotary Club, Shang- 
bai, Isst week. He expressed 
the hope that China would find 
her way and find her place in the 
comity of nations, for China's 
sakw and because China 
rahabilitated would be an asset 
to the world at large. Mr. H. B 
Lane presided over 2 Jarge 
gathering. Among those present 
were. Mr. E.S. Cunningham, U.S. 
Consu!-General, Mr. W.E. Sonter, 
Capt. WL. Eisler and the Rev. 
RK. Fvans. 

Mr. Evans, in a witty speecb, 
welcomed Dr. Wellington Koo 
and referred to Anglo-American 
relationship. The club, aaid Mr. 
Evans, stood very strorgly for 
close and true relationship 
between America and Great 
Britain. He bad heard from 
someone who wished to make 8 
distinction between the average 
Oxford, and Cambridge tan that 
the average Cambridge man 
wa'ked down the street as 
though he knew things. The Or- 
ford man walked down the street 
as thoagh he did not care ifbe 


‘did. The spesker was told that 


the same fine tradition existed be- 
tween graduates of: Harvard and 
Yale. They wished -to get some 
ides of the way in which Americe 
and Great Britain were regarded 
in the world. If anybody were 
asked the difference between the 
average American and English- 
man, they looked about as if they. 
did not care ea damn if they didn’t 
know (Laughter). 

Relationship between the two 
countries was moreover hampered 
by official politenera. Ore or two 
would get up and tell the British 
people exactly what America 
thought of them. They were call- 
ed unofficial! and irresponsible 
persons. 

THE REAL. STUFF.. 

There was nevertheless enongh 
of the real stuff between the two 
countries. They had as two 
nations very genuine and real 
friendship one with another. 
Amidst cheers, Mr. Evans said 
that in the Westend allits history 
there had-been no nation compar- 
able, with its-- greatness end 
history, to the British Empire. As 
2 Briton he was bound tossy,that. 
Similarly inthe Western hemis- 
phere the United ‘States was in- 
comparably 
Tho greatest and most potentisl.of 
all empires was the Chinese. In 
the days to come it. it might: even. 
beco: : hich ‘would 


vie witb and surpass the grostest 
republics of the West. 

Dr. Wellington Koo, rising amid 
cheers, said he would speak as an 
old Rotarian. Since that signal 
bonoor bad been extended to him 
he had received many invitations 
from Rotarians all over, America. 
and Great Britain. Bus owing 
to his nomad life for tha past two 
years io the diplomatic world he 
bad regretfully had to refuse 
them. ‘He was glad that bis first 
acquaintance with his fellow 
Rotarians bad Seen made in 
China. The fact that three great 
nations scattered ‘on three vast 
continents were represented 
smong bis hearers showed the ex- 
tent to which the vations ware 
interdependent upon one another, 
and how thespirit of co-operation 
was needed for the betterment of, 

the world. 

Wher the great movement for 
international good understanding 
became part of the activitles of 
all peoples it was impossible ‘not 
to realize how important wee 
the spirit of service. As last 
the old dogma of diplomacy 
that no nation could gain 
anything except at the 
expense of another had been er- 
ploded: (Cheers.) In the broad. 
dsylight of more frank and cordia} 
relationship they had come to re-- 
alize that the national welfare of § 
every nation looked at in its 
broader asyect was quite coz-, 
sistent with the welfare of other” 


fustions. 


WASHINGTON AND 
COOPERATION. 

Passing to what Dr. Wellington 
Koo described asthe Washington 

“Peace” Conference, he said 
that it bad accomplished mapy 
things, but nothing more signifi-” 
cant than the realization of this 
spirit of cooperation, A greet 
desi had been accomplished for 
Chins. These efforts could be 
Icoked upon with greater sp-. 
preciation, because they rignified 
not only a general manifestation 
of sympathy with the new spirit 
‘that muat animate all nations if 
they were to live toguther in 
harmony. China rehabilitated! 
would be an‘asset to the world at: 
large.

Had he 
been shopkeeper of 8 rickshaw 
coolie he would have been 
banished just the same, 02 the 
ground that, as a murderer, his 
presence could not be tolerated 
bere. The fact that he happens 
to have been a former official of 
the Union is merely @ co- 
incidence, thongh had he been 
anybody else itis doubtful if he 
would ever have been pardoned 
by the-Canton authorities. 


If the Union's interpretation of 
Article 7 of the strike settlement 
terms were accepted, it would 
mean that all officers and mem- 
bers. of the Usion would io 
fature be immune from the 
penalties of the law, because all 
that the ‘Union would have to do 
would be.to assert that a punish- 
ed member was being punished 
by reason of bis. membership. 
That would be e pretty pass 
indeed. The plajn fact in this 
case is that the Union has nota 
leg to stand upon, and it would

when examined recently by the 
police, and that Mr. A. Hayashi 
(the manager) asked the autbor- 
ities to let the matter rest until 
the new building was completed.

recommendations had been car- 
tied out, and that a letter had 
been sent to the authorities on 
April 14 announcing that fact.
